Fairmount operates under a 
State law legalizing the use of the 
pari-mutuel, or certificate system, 
of wagering for horse racing, but 
State's Attorney Alvin C Bohm, in 
a prepared statement, questioned 
the constitutionality of the law 
and indicated a Supreme Court de- 
cision would be sought. Fairmount 
pays $2500 daily tax, in advance, 
to the State. The money goes to 
the Department of Agriculture for 
the promotion of county fairs. 

Dog racing enjoys no such legal! 
sanction and exists only through 
laxity in local law enforcement. 
Betting on dog races has been held 
a violation of the gaming laws by 
the First Appellate District Court 
at Chicago. 

No Individual Named. 

Four indictments were returned 
against each corporation. They 
charge operating a gaming house, 
pool-selling and bookmaking, set- 
ting up a lottery and selling lottery 
tickets. No individual was named 
in the indictments. On conviction, 
the corporations would have to pay 
fines ranging from $100 to $2000 
on each count.

This weapon 
is so named because it can be stuck 
in the waistband and withdrawn 
quickly. Also, a gray fabric glove 
was found along the,line of the 
assassin’s flight, leading to the de- 
duction that the killer had worn 
the glove tc keep his finger prints 
off the pistol. 

This glove Was for the left hand, 
and chief investizator Pat Roche 
of the State’s Attorney's office is 
looking for a killer who is left- 
handed.

Oscar F. Raine, manager of the 
company's Detroit office, was sent 
here temporarily “‘to look after the 
interests of the stockhoiders of 
Cities Service Co, in every way.” 
Said to Have “BKited” Checks, 
Shafer, according to information 
obtained by officiais of the com- 
pany and detectives, suffered heavy 
tosses in the stock market collapse 


‘and atempted to conceal his po- 


sition by “kiting” checks. By the 
time checks and drafts were re- 
turned unpaid, he would cover 
them up with other papers to 
keep his firm's bagk balance 
high, it was aleged. 

Shafer was removed as district 
manager and was succeeded by Os. 
car F. Raine, head of the Doherty 
office in Detroit. 

Official investigators and ¢xam- 
iners said the Henry L. Doherty 
Co, was in no manner responsible 
for the closing of the Cosmopolitan 
Bank and that the situation arose 
from Shafer's peculations. The Do- 
herty branch office operated as 
usual today.

Hezel. who is 31 years old and 
lives with his widowed mother at 
436 South Van Buren avenue, Kirk- | 
wood. was summoned before the, 
City Council last Saturday and con- 
fronted with a preliminary audit- 
or’s report which estimated the 
shortage at $6000. City officials | 
said he readily admitted he had. 
appropriated the money at various 
times during his term by pocketing | 
cash received from taxpayers and | 
receipting their bills.

Deprecating the small number of 
Indian girls who attend school and 
the paucity of trained women in 
the professions, the report asserts 
that “the women’s movement in 
India holds the key of progress 
and the results it may achieve are 
incalculably great.

“Lost Lily,”’ Sought for 40 Years, 


Is in Blossom 


at Shaw’s Garden 


‘Only One in World to Flower Under Cultiva- 


tion—Just One of 3000 Seeds Planted 
Here Germinated. 


The most-watched spike of green 
that ever reared its head at Shaw’s 
Garden opened yesterday and 


spread a sunny, fragrant disc .of 
yellow petals—the first yellow 
tropical lily to bloom under culti- 
vation anywhere in the world. 
And no scion of botanica] roy- 
alty ever came into being sur- 
rounded by a more excited circle 
did that baby blossom. 
Shaw’s Garden Had searched for 
“the lost lily” for 12 years. The 
only evidence that the species ex- 
isted was a piece of a dried flower 
sent to the Berlin herbarium ex- 
actly 40 years ago by a collector 
named Stuhlmann from some place 
in Africa. Of 3000 seeds planted 
at the garden last fall, only this 
one had germinated. 
Superintendent George H. Pring, 
eréator of eight world-famous lily 
bybrids, had instructed Joe Cutak, 
in charge of exotics, to summon 
tim the moment the bud opened, 
but Pring was watching when it 
happened. Cutak, who has scarce- 
ly wandered 50 steps from the lily 
since he planted the seed, ran to 
telephone to Director George _ MT. 
Moore of the garden. 
“Better Than Dinosaur Eggs.” 
“Tt seems to me,” said Dr. 
Meore, “that this discovery is 
more important than finding dino- 
saur eggs. You can’t hatch pre- 
historic eggs. But look what we 
got from the seeds of the lost-lily,”

said Superintendent Pring, who 
has seen seeds purporting to be 
of the lost lily, Nymphaea Stuhl-

CAROL ORDERS 
PROSECUTION OF 


Two Former Ministers of 
Liberal Cabinet, and Bu- 
charest Mayor, to Be 
Tried for Attacks.

—King Carol made known today 
that he has forgotten the activities 
of political enemies against him 
while he was in exile, but she 
moved quickly to punish his ene- 
mies who committed new offenses, 

On learning that Dr. C. Angeles- 
cu, Minister of Education in the 
last Liberal Cabinet under the 


Bratianus, haa spoken disrespect- 
fully of him at a Liberal meeting 
yesterday, he ordered him prose- 
cuted. 

Dr. Kostinescu, Mayor of Buch- 
arest. and Dr. Demetrescu Braila, 
former Minister of Health, were 
ordered prosecuted likewise for 
similar offenses. Their party, 
named Liberal, but actually ultra- 
conservative, was said to have 
voted yesterday not to support the 
monarchy, but suggested no revo- 
lution. 

Indications are that the Liberals 
will split. George Bratianu and his 
followers favor recognition of King 
Carol. The others, mostly elderly 
members, remain loyal to Michael, 
Carol's 9-year-old son. It is under- 
stood that Vintila Bratianu, head 
of the party and principal oppo- 
nent of the new King, will resign, 
if his group swings to the new re- 
gime. 

Would Free 20,000 Prisoners. 

In contrast to the moves to sup- 
press objectionable political en- 
mity King Carol ordered that all 
charges of a pardonable nature, 
against 20,000 persons still ac- 
countable for military offenses 
during the World War, be quashed, 
All acts and decrees promulgated 
during the reign of the boy-King, 
Michael, Carol's son, were con- 
firmed.

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Rebirth of Disarmed Germany 


Thinking men have long known folly of militarism, but practical example of nation 
progressing without it was lacking; new Germany now furnishes this; rapid re- 
covery from war and swift growth in many fields possible only by lifting of 
malitary budget; likely to lead both England and France in industry.and commerce.

OULD we ever hope to have a more 

striking instance of the profiis of dis- 

armament than the new German Reich? 
Here is a great race group, nationally as- 
semmbled, whose ancestors and terrain have 
Known intermittent warfare for 2000 years. 
Two decades ago their entire nationa] ac- 
tivity—mental, commercial and social—was 
utterly dominated by militarism. 

Today, with neither army nor navy, and 
no chance of reconstructing them, the Ger- 
mans are amazed at their own rehabiiita- 
tien. The starved, exhausted, bankrupt vic- 
tims of their own military system not only 
find themselves undisturbed in their nation- 
al life, but with freedom to regain their 
former great place in the world’s commerce 
and industry. 

Moreover, they have discovered that the 
crucial factor in their national recovery is 
their enforced freedom from military bur- 
dens. Not only is Germany's fermer heavy 
military budget now available to offset 
reparation payments, but her released man- 
power gives an additional wealth produc- 
tion; and the German Reich, despite her 
still impaired strength, shows evidence of 
a mounting. effective vitality. + 

It is easy to see that in industrial and 
commercial power the German Reich will 
presently excel both France and England. 
Under the Young plan, the total German 
reparation payments are $488,900,000 a 
year, of which $157,000.000 is uncondition- 
al. As against that, the French military 
budget is $523.000,000, the British %$547,- 
099,000, and our own for next year, $741,- 
000,000. 

= * * 

It is apparent, then, that since the mili- 
tary budgets of both France and Engiand 
exceed the reparation payments of Germany 
by many millions each vear, and i  sinee 
France and England each have  vasthy 
greater national debt payments to meet, it 
is only a matter of time until the German 
Reich through her unburdened interna] in- 
dustry, will outstrip ail her European rivals 
in world commerce. They are ignoring the 
fact that hereafter stpremacy will pass to 
whatever national greups achieve and main- 
tain the highest economic development, plus 
intelligent secial adjustment. 

The World War did two major things to 
Germany. In a megative way it retarded 
for two decades ber cumulative progress 
toward a world-wide commercial supremacy. 
In a positive way it removed the over- 
shadowing military incubus with its attend- 
ant caste system and it further released 
and réstored the essential wealth of indi- 
vidual life, with incentive and pressure to 
make it operate efficiently for social, eco- 


, nomic and national ends.

More than all, Germany’s progress in new 
and better housing, her better standard of 
clothing ameng the masses and her provis- 
ton of outdoor athletics ail tell the story 
of the inevitable speeding up in effective 
welfare of a nation freed f:om unnecessary 
military bu:dens. 3 

What is possibly more important is that 
Germany, surrounded by potential enemies, 
where by the old theory of nationa] defense 
a giguntic army and navy would be neces- 
sary, is not only wholly secure with neither 
of them, but has a greater atmosphere of 
security than almost any of the armed na- 
tions that surround her. 

« x . 

This leads us to realize two facts: The 
bankruptey of war, since war has become 
no longer profitable to the victors: and the 
fact that final military decisions wil] here- 
after be controlled by economic and indus- 
trial resources, plus well-being and morale 
of national groups, rather than by fixed 
military estabiishmests. 

Only one thing could prevent the Ger- 
man Reich from becoming, within two dec- 
ades, the leading *nation of Europe: that 
one thing would be a renewal of military 
burdens and aims. When future rears bring 
about release from treaty restrictions, the 
supreme test of the German people will be 
whether or not they recognize their own 
high destiny as leaders of a demilitarized 
civilization. Germany need oniy suppress 
her militarist minority. adhere to practicai- 
ly total disarmament and balance intelli- 
gently her socia] and industrial welfare in 
order to take within two decades the best 
position under the European sun. 

Germany offers the greatest economic 


object lesson of history. That a great na- 


tion, bled white by an unparalleled war, 
stripped to depletien financially and phy- 
sicaliy, obliged to rebuild its national! struc- 
ture under depressed morale, general bank- 
ruptcy and political chaos, has rehabilitated 
itself, is a modern miracle. 

Reaction from militarism has made the 
German Reich in some ways more distinctly 
democratic than our own country. Her 
cartelization of industry includes repre- 
sentation for both laberer and consumer: a 
great family enterprise, the modern Krupps, 
has iaber representaiion on its board which 
eontrasts with the exclusive contreil of a 
Henry Ford.

Not on Public Display. 

St. Louisans probably will not 
see the yellow lily before mid- 
July, if at all this season. It still 
is kept in one of the closed greén- 
houses, where Cutak has moved 
it about from tank to tank, unla- 
beled among dozens of other ya- 
rieties, to guard its identity, 

Since it is the only plant of the 
species outside of an unknown jun- 
gle swamp, : Pring first will self- 
polienate it ‘to raise other yellow 
lilies from the seeds. - Late in the 
Summer it may -be planted out in 
the lily pools of the entrance plaza, 
bu. each blossom, as a new one 
opens every three or four days, 
rrobably will be protected with 
cheesecloth, for then Pring will be 
engaged in the work of developing 
& new race of lilies, 


“Always before,” he said, “a 
common way of pointing the dif- 


hardy lilies has been to say that 
there was no blue in the hardy 
and no yellow in the tropical. Now 
we have the yellow. ; 


“I quit lilies four years ago be- 
cause there was no chance of im- 
proving on the strains already de- 
veloped. The light lavender Whit- 
aker was produced by crossing the 
white African day-bloomer, ovali- 
folia, with a pink hybrid of my 
own from the Nymphaea Capensis. 


| Crossing the Whitaker with Stuhl- 


mannii would ifitroduce four color 
factors—white, pink, blue and yel- 
low. The first generation probably 
would give a combination of the 
lavender and yellow, but all the 
characters would begin to breed 
out in the second generation, giv- 
ing color possibilities of almost in- 
finite variation.” 


Produced Eight Hybrids, 


| ‘The ovalifolia, incidentally, was 
introduced by the Government 12 
years ago as a reported yellow 
lily. Seeds were sent to a distin- 
guished amateur in Cincinnati. 
Pring visited him, and found that 
only the stamens were yellow. But 
seeds were given him and with this 
variety in combination with others 
he produced the eight hybrids, 
specimens of which now represent 
Shaw's Garden in most of the great 
botanical gardens of Europe. 

At about the same time the Gar- 


den obtained the seeds known, 
since yesterday, to be the true 
yellow lily, the Department of 


Agriculture sent Director Moore 
seeds of another candidate for that 
distinction. He had them forced in 
Florida; and last week informed 
the Department that they were the 
sacred white lotus of the Nile. 


Large Blossoms Expected. 


The first blossom of the yellow 
lily was four and one-half inches 
across, but Pring expected later 
flowers to be twice as large, since 
first flowers are rarely up to nor- 
mal and the roots are now con- 
fined. The larger size would fit 
Dr. Burtt’s description. As he de- 
scribed, also, the 18 petals in se- 
ries in three whorls are primrose 
yellow, according to Ridgway 
standard charts. The four sepals 
are citron yellow, and a third shade 
is found in the Stamens. Leaves 
are a very light green below and 
darker green above, marmorate or 
flecked with broken livid streaks 
like the ovalifolia, but round rath- 
er than oval. 

Dozens of letters from various 
parts of the world have~-been re- 
ceived by Director Moore 
discovery of the lily was announced 
recently in the Post-Dispatch: 
Many were from Americans who 
had seen a yellow lily, invariably 
a hardy lily which had nothing to 
do with the case. One was from a 
street car conductor in Somerset, 
England, who asked for a dried 
flower and leaf, adding: “You see, 
Sir, 1 have a kind of herbarium 
myself but I am only an amateur 
with only bogks to help me, as all 
the young men seem to be mad on 
sport and horse-racing alone.

| THE CAUSES OF SLEEP 
| By Dr. Logan Clendening 


HEORIES of the cause of sleep ' 
are very numerous. None are 
satisfactory. 

The @cumulation of waste prod- 
ucts is one. Certain physiologists 


| have tried to prove that acid mate- 


rials accumulate which lessen the 


| activity of the brain and gradually 


bring on unconsciousness. The 
source of these waste products is 
the muscles—the acid produced is 
sarco lactic acid, which is the re- 


sult of the contraction of muscles. 
The adherents of this theory believe 
that during the activities of the day 
this acid accumulates and finally 
overpowers the brain. The theory 
is weak, however, in many points. 
It does not explain.why sleep is 
rythmical—why it affects adults all 
about a certain time of night. If it 
were muscular activity which pro- 
duced the sleep hormone, it should 
appear immediately after hard ex- 
ercise. But it does not necessarily. 
Invalids who are confined to bed 
often sleep just as soundly as hard- 
working laborers. Nor does it ex- 
plain the duration of sleep. If the 
sarco lactic acid accumulates then 
after a period of unconsciousness it 
should be neutralized and the sub- 
ject awake. The harder one exer- 
cised the longer one should sleep. 
But sleep has individua! characters

In Case of Drowning: 
HOULD you be present when 
some unfortunate person is 
drowning, here are some points 
you ought to bear in mind. 

First, rid yourself of the super- 
stition that every drowning per- 
son sinks three times before he 
goes down. e 

Some sink once and for all time 
and others may bob up and down 
many times. 

If you can help the person by 
remaining on shore, do s0; you may 
be of greater help to him in this 
position than in the water. 

You. can help by throwing out 
some object that will float and to 
which he can hold on until aid 
comes. This object doesn’t always 
have to be a life preserver. A log, 
or any fairly large piece of wood 
will suffice for this purpose. 


“If he is far out, you have to go 
after him. If you have a boat 
handy, your problem is easy. If 
you can swim well the matter isn't 
very hard or dangerous provided 
you bear in mind a few simple 
points. 


Swim out as quickly as possible, 
but don’t exhaust yourself going 
out. Remember you've got to come 
back and bring the drowning per- 
son with you. 


While swimming out, keep your 
eye on the drowning one. If he 
goes down, you will want to know 
the exact spot. 

If he daes go down below the 
water you can sometimes locate 
him by the air bubbles. 

When you are near the victim, 
first calm him by reassuring him 
that you are going to help him, 
then take hold of him by the hair 
or by his coat collar, or swimming 
suit, and draw him after you. In 
this position, his face is up and out 
of the water and he can breathe. 

The so-called death grip of the 
drowning person is more fable than 
fact.- A drowning person becomes 
exhausted quickly and is no match 
for the rescuer. 

When you have finally gotten 
him on the shore, look to see if he 
is breathing. If not, apply artifi- 


cial respiration and send for a 
doctor. 

If you are in doubt, give the 
drowned one the benefit of the 


doubt and try the prone-pressure 
method of resuscitation.
